Washington, December 9.—(Special.)— 
This will be an important week in ccn- 
gress—important because its developments 
will indicate the action of the session. It 
will develop whether there is to pe action 
or no action. The action of the house 
banking and currency committee and the 
senate finance committee will clearly in- 
dicate what is to be done with the fine ncial 
question and the vote on the railroad pocl- 
ing bilt Tuesday will indicate the humor of 
the statesmen. Then the bill appropriating 
a sum to collect the income tax vill pire- 
cipitate the tariff question again and the 
talk upon it will indicate the feeling. of 
the house either for or against further 
tinkering With the tariff. 

The Nicaragua canal bill comes up for 
ossion in the senate and the sentitmnent 
will be indicated. 

The polities of the week will ve launched 
in discussing the Williams-Bettle contested 
election case from North Carolina. Tom 
Settle, the present member, a republican, 
will be perhaps permitted to retain his 
seat, as the majority of the committee re- 
ported in his favor.

RAILROAD STATISTICS. 


Income and Expenditures of Lines in 
the United States. 

Washington, December 9.—The _inter- 
state commerce commission has just issued 
a preliminary report on the income and ex- 
penditures of railways in the United States 
for the year ending June 30, 18%, prepared 
by its statistician. The report contains the 
returns from 570 operating companies, wh¢se 
reports were filed on or before November 
°3 18 and covers the operations of 149,- 


539.21 miles of line, or about & per cent of 
the total operated mileage in the United 
States, The gross operations of the 149,559.21 
mites iheereprosentod were §P19,6°O,975, of 
which $309,137,142 were from passenger ser- 
vice, $617,958,498 were from freight service 
and $22,420,298 were other earnings from op- 
eration, covering receipts from telegraph, 
use of cars, switching charges, etc. The 
operating expenses were $643,428,331, leaving 
net earnings of $306,210,744. Reduced to a 
mileage basis, the earnings from passenger 
service were $2,068 per mile of line; from 
freight service, $4,132; total gross earnings, 
$i.°50; operating expenses, $4,302, and net 
earnings, $2,048. A comparison of these 
‘tems with similar results from the com- 
plete report of the previous year shows a 
iecrease per mile of line in earnings from 
passenger service of $63; in earnings from 
freight service of $774; in total gross carn- 
ings of $840; in operating expenses of $574, 
and in net earnings of $266. 

The number of passengers carried was 
505,285,446; passengers carried one mile, 12,- 
88).936,578. Number of toms carried was 
571,955,942; tons carried one mile, 70,426,424,- 

in order to show the volume of traflic 

all the railways these figures should be 
reased 14 or 15 per cent. To compare the 
density of traffic with the previous year 
these figures are reduced to a mileage basis, 
which shows the number of passengers car- 
ried One mile per mile of line to be 86,253, 
2s compared with 83,809 in 1893. That there 
has been an increase in passenger traffic, 
regardless of the commercial depression is 
due to the unusual amount of travel in July, 

August, September and October, 1893, on ac- 
count of the world’s Columbian exposition. 

The number of tons carried one mile per 
mie of line was 470,893, as compared with 
01,32 for 1893. These figures show the de- 
crease in the volume of freight traffic oc- 
casioned by the demoralization of business 
throughout the country. 

The net earnings available for the pay- 
ment of fixed charges and dividends were 
Wi.2,74, as against $350,766,607 for the 
same roads for the previous year, a de- 
crease of $44,555,963. It is probable that the 
decrease im net earnings of all railways 
will exceed $50,000,000. The dividends paid 
Were $62,464,961, as compared with $66,464,130 
for 1893. After the deduction of dividends it 
is found that there is a deficit of $28,032,621. 
This fact shows that a part of the dividends 
were either paid out of the accumulated 
Surplus of past years, or that their pay- 
ment necessitated an increase in the current 
indebtednegs, 

The report also shows the average re- 
Cfipts per passenger per mile for the year 
eiding June 30, , covering the mileage 
Tepresented. Regardless of the decréase in 
there hag been a decline in rates 
ucnng the year, the average receipts per 
bassenger per mile being 1.976 cents, as com- 
Paved with 2.108 cents im 1893, and the aver- 
ag+ receipts per ton per mile .866 of a cent, 
és compared with .878 of a cent in 1893.

MARRIED IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


Ex-Convicts Select Their Old Prison 
as the Piace for the Nuptials. 

Kansas City, Mo., December 9.—A remark- 
able wedding occurred at the Kansas state 
penitentiary at Lansing yesterday. The con- 
tracting parties were Arthur Win- 
ner ‘and Miss Charlotte Moore. Win- 
ner, who is a brother of Wil- 
lard E. Winner, of Kansas City, 
promoter of the Winner bridge across the 
Missouri river at this point, and at one time 
one of the richest men here, was sentenced 
to life imprisonment from Sedgewick coun- 
ty, thirty-two years ago, for murder, arson 
and robbery. It was the most famous Case 
ever tried in Kansas. 

Charlotte Moore was convicted ten years 
ago as an accessory to the murder of Ma- 
jor Johnson, of Junction City, Kas. When 
‘she arrived at the prison she and Winner 
fell in love. It seemed then a hopeless love, 
but Winner was released last May and the 
woman in July. Since then they have cor- 
responded and finally agreed to be married 
in the penitentiary. Winner is now a trav- 
eling salesman for the shoes made in the 
prison. Many distinguished men who aided 
in securing the pardons were present at 
the wedding. 


SHEEHAN WILL SURRENDER

MORTON'S STATEMENT 


About the Rumor That He Will Ap- 
point Additional Justices. 

Rhinecliff-cn-Hudson, N. Y., December 9.— 
Governor-elect Morton this afternoon made 
public the following statement: 

“There is no foundation whatever for the 
report that I have decided to appoint the 
twelve additional justices of the supreme 
court, provided for by the judiciary article 
of the amended constitution. I have invited 
several of the ablest lawyers of the state. 
of both political parties, to give me their 
opinions as to the power of the governor 
to make these appointments. I shall await 
the result of these inquiries before coming 
to any conclusion whatever in the premises. 
Should the opinions expressed by them fa- 
vor the right to make the appointments, I 
shail.then, farther and carefully, consider 
the question as to whether any emergency 
exists requiring the exercise of the power, 
either in the appointment of all the twelve 
judges, or any portion of them, in districts 
where their services appear to be most 
needed. 

“TI desire, also, to state that no appoint- 
ments of any kind have been decided upon 
since the designation of my military staff.” 


FITZ PUTS UP MONEY. 


He Places His Second Deposit with the 
Stakeholder. 

New York, December 9.—The second de- 
posit of the Fitzsimmons stake of $10,000 
for his coming fight with Corbett, has 
been posted with the stakeholder. The 
amount was $2,500. This makes $5,000 Fitz- 
simmons has now posted. The amount of 
Corbett’s stake was posted when the cham- 
pion signed the artrcles of agreement. Fitz- 
simmno’s next deposit is due-in February. 

Thus far the arrangements for the match 
have gone along very smoothly, and none 
of the parties interested anticipate any 
hitch. ‘Joe’’ Vendig, the matchmaker of 
the Florida Athletic Club, who is now in 
Jacksonville, says that the repeal of the 
boxing ordinance in that city means noth- 
ing.

A Bill Presented in the Alabama Leg-

Montgomery, Ala., December 9.—(Special.) 
A bill was introduced into’ the Alabama 
house of representatives by Mr. Whitten, 
of Lowndes, during the past week, which 
has brought a protest already from every 
part of the country. It is to prohibit the 
sale in this state of patent medicines when 
the bottles or boxes containing them fail 
to have printed on them the formula of the 
contents. The patent medicine men argue 
that they will be compelled to withdraw 
their goods from the state if the bill passes, 
as they cannot afford to disclose their 
formulas. Lobbyists against the bill are al- 
ready on the ground. The measure appear 
to meet with considerable favor in the

BLIXT BREAKS DOWN 


And Tells Ati About the Murder of Miss 
Ging in , Minneapolis.

He, Blixt, Carried Her Body in a 
Buggy Until She Was Dead, 


AND DUMPED If INTO THE ROAD 


Hayward That Night Went tothe Theater 
withthe Daughter of a Prominent 
Lawyer—Telis of Other Murders. 


Minneapolis, December 9,—Still another 
confession has been made in the Catherine 
Ging murder case. It has been the theory 
of the police that C. A. Blixt, the engineer 
of the Ozark flats, where both Miss Ging 
and Hayward resided, committed the mur- 
der at the instigation of Hayward. Today 
Blixt broke down and made a complete con- 
fession, in which he charges Harry Hay- 
ward with committing the murder. Ac- 
cording to his story, he was sent by Hay- 
ward to the scene of the murder. Hardly 
had he arrived there when Hayward drove 
up with Miss Ging. When within fifty feet 
of him the shots were fird and Hayward 
alighted from the buggy. 

‘The deed is done,”’ he said. “‘Get it and 
drive it around until it is dead, and then 
dump it out.’ 

Blixt took Hayward’s place,in the buggy 
and drove along the road about a mile until 
he became satisfied that Miss Ging was 
dead. Then he drove back and when near 
the place where the murder was committed, 
he rolled the body in the robe and pushed 
it out of the buggy and into the road. He 
then drove the horse about a mile until he 
reached the Lyndale avenue car line. Then 
he turned the animal loose and rode in a 
car down town, The horse went directly to 
the stable and this was the first intimation 
that any one received that anything was 
wrong. 

The murder, according to Blixt, was com- 
mitted shortly after 7 o’clock and as soon 


to the Hennepin avenue car line and then 
took the daughter of a prominent lawyer 
to the theater. 

Blixt claims that the murder was origin- 
ally fixed for the preceding Sunday night, 
but circumstances were such that it had to 
| be abandoned. Hayward was to “slug” Miss 
Ging with a piece of railroad iron which 
Blixt had provided, the body was to have. 
been thrown out near the curb at a street 
corner, the horse turned loose and the bug- 
gy wrecked for the purpose of giving color 


in a runaway accident. This plan, so Blixt 
8ays, could not be carried out successfully, 
and it was decided to shoot her. 

Blixt tells of several other jobs which 
had been proposed by Hayward, but which 
fell through, and says that after this job, 
for which he was to receive $2,000, or one- 
fifth of the life insurance involved, he was 
to receive $400 for “‘doing’”’ a Chicago man. 

Ole Erickson, who took the bundle of 
clothes to Iowa Falls, is believed to have 
been a dupe, and it is believed he will be 
released from custody tomorrow. 

Blixt tonight told a story to the effect 
that Harry Hayward wanted his assistance 
in disposing of the father and mother of a 
young woman in Minneapolis, whom he 
wanted to marry and secure her property.

Suicide of a Drummer at a Hotel in 
Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala.,, December 9.—S. D. Burns, 
about fifty years of age, a commercial trav- 
eling man for the tea and spice firm of 
Forbes Bros. & Co., of St. Louis, Mo., com- 
mitted suicide in his room at the Windsor 
hotel in this city some time yesterday after- 
noon by cutting his throat with a razor. 
The body was discovered lying on the floor 
of the room about 6 o'clock in the afternoon 


per, but for reasons best known to the hotel 
people, the fact of the suicide was kept a 
secret from the police authorities and the 
public until today. After the discovery of 
the body the coroner was notified and at 
midnight last night the body, wrapped in a 
sheet, was quietly removed to an. undertak- 
ing establishment. Burns has been in the 
city for about three weeks, and at times 
appeared despondent. From letters found in 
his effects it develops that. he was_in 
straitened circumstances and that his wife 
is slowly dying with consumption in &t. 
Louis. He left a letter to his firm, enclosing 
another to his wife which reads: 

“Oh, my God! My dear wife; my heart is 
broken at the thought of leaving you; but 
I know it is not for long. The disease which 
is killing you will reunite us shortly. Oh, 
my God! Goodby!’ 

His baggage consisted of samples, clothing 
and correspondence mainly from his wife. 
A telegram to the coroner from the St. 
Louis firm states that the dead man’s 
friends have been notified and they will 
advise as to the disposition of the body, 
but up to a late hour tonight nothing has 
been heard from them.

GERMAN AFFAIRS. 


A Cabinet Conference Held as to Prince 
Hohenlohe’s Policy. 


REFORMS T0 BE MADE IN REICHSTAG 


Rules, but a Bitter Fight Will Be 
Made Over the Matter. 


ARRANGEMENTS IN THE NEW BUILDING 


Are Not Liked by the Reporters, as They 
Seem to Be Made with a View to Ham- 
per the Press—Other Foreign News. 


Berlin, December 9.—Prince von Hohenlohe 
presided over the cabinet meeting on Friday 
and conferred with his colleagues as to the 
Statement of policy which he expects to 
make at the first reading of the budget. 
There is no reason to believe that this state- 
ment will be sensational. It will contain 
few if any revelations, and probably will re- 
late mostly to Dr. Miquel’s financial pro- 
jects. The Nord Deutsche Allegemeine Zei- 
tung, which still seems to be semi-official, 
says that the matricular contributions of 
the federal states, as fixed in the new budg- 
et, will exceed by 32,000,000 marks the total 
allowed the states from the imperial treas- 
ury. 

“It is absolutely necessary to simplify the 
imperial system,’’ says the writer, so as to 
enable the federal governments to know the 
exact sums that they will be required to 
pay to the imperial treasury. An imperial 
loan of more than 44,000,000 marks is now 
necessary.”’ 

As soon as the deputies dispose of the 
financial questions by referring them to a 
committee, they will have a clear way for 
the debates on the anti-socialist bill, but 
the conservatives propose to interpose a 
very contentious motion to increase the 
president’s disciplinary powers. The rum- 
pus caused in the house by the social demo- 
crats in their excuse and the government’s 
declaration of policy will be the peg upon 
which they will hang the debate. Prince 
Hohenlohe was requested privately by the 
conservatives to mention the subject in his 
speeches to the reichstag, but he replied: 
“This is a matter for the reichstag alone.’’ 

The nat.onal liberal and clerical leaders 
have agreed to join the conservatives in re- 
forming the house rules. That the reform 
will be levéled directly at the social demo- 
crats goes without saying. The conflict will 
be a fierce one.

\reichstag is without the authority to legis- 
late on such matters, the immunity of all 
deputies from arrest and prosecution during 
the session; the abolition of exceptional 
laws in Alsace-Lorraine; the extension of 
workingmen’s rights to combine and pre- 
tect their interests, and the legal recogni- 
tion of the eight-hour day. 
Sympathy with Socialists. 

Several clerical organs, notably the Ger- 
mania, express some sympathy with the 
socialists in their approaching  tribula- 
tions, although they recognize the need of 
new laws against the revolutionary par- 
ties. They allude to the hard tone of the 
emperor’s speech as indicative of the gov- 
ernment’s hostile attitude toward a large 
part of the German people and the Ger- 
mania defines this attitude by quoting the 
famous reply made by a princé of Reuss 
to a deputation protesting against taxes: 
‘Your business is to pay taxes, serve in 
the army and hold your mouths.” 

The tobacco tax which Dr. Miquel will 
propose to the deputies is reported to be 25 
per cent lighter than in last year’s bill. 
Still it will be fought bitterly. Prince von 
Hohenlohe objects to Dr. Miquel’s bourse 
reform bill as a whole, and especially to 
the clause which obliges time traders on 
the bourse and produce exchanges to keep 
a registry of names. As the chancellor has 
decided that the bill must be -evised, ii is 
quite likely to be ignored this session. 

Hampers the Press. 

The arrangement of the new reichstag 
building seems designed purposely to ham- 
per the press. The inside doors to the 
members’ lobbies are kept closed so as to 
isolate reporters from deputies. Reporters 
for provincial newspapers are net 1':0wed 
to make short cuts to the telegraph cffices. 
They must traverse long flights of stairs 
to the courtyard and then more stairs 
leading to the postal rooms. Those who 
have sought the shorter routes nave bcen 
turned back roughly by the guarcs. The 
acoustics of the press gallery are exe- 
crable. Members speaking fro'n their seats 
cannot be heard at all, and those on the 
tribune are understood but imperfectly. 
Some thirty doors leading trom the galery 
open and close incessantly with startling 
reports. At first the parliamentary re- 
porters planned a meeting of protest, but 
they lacked the courage to face the gov- 
ernment officials and the plan fell th:ough. 
The newspapers are equally nerveless. The 
Staats Burger Zeitung is the only journal 
that has been boli enough to criticise the 
increasing arrogance of the authorities to- 
wards the German press. However, Privy 
Councilor Schluter, who has charge of the 
press arrangements, has promised to 
remedy some of the defects. | 
Old Mementos Left Out.

The Sultan Has Not Assented. 

London, December 9.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent in Constantinople says the sul- 
tan has not assented yet to President Cleve- 
land’s proposal that Consul Jewett report 
on the Armenian inquiry committee inde- 
pendently to Secretary Gresham. This was 
not what the sultan desired. The arrest of 
Armenians in Constantinople continues. 
Three thousand Armenians met in Varna 
today and a deputation afterward visited 
the consuls of the powers and asked them 
to enforce the Berlin treaty.

“The Armenian Catholics have already sent 
a memorandum on the Armenian situation 
to the Asiatic department in St. Peters- 
burg and the foreign office, which are zeal- 
ously studying it.’”’

A TAPER ON AN ALTAR 
Causes a Large Conflagration at Port- 
au-Prince. 

New York, December 9.—The Dutch 
steamer.

Pocketed Rebates, 


SHOWS THAT HE BORROWED MONEY 


With Which He Purchased His 


New Plantation. 


Borrowed Before His Election—The 
South Carolina Legislature. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 9.—Through ¢6 
friend, ex-Governor Tillman tonight gave to 
the press his defense against the charges 
affecting his official integrity which were 
made by B. F. Perry to a member of the 
South Carolina legidlature several days ago. 
He was accused of buying property largely 
beyond his means, and it was charged that 
he had received and pocketed rebates as 
whiskies sold the state dispensary. A cer- 
tificate from the clerk of the court of Edge- 
fleld county shows that there are recorded 
in his office $9,000 of mortgages on Tillman's 
Edgefield farms. 

The president of the Carolina National 
bank, of this city, makes a statement that 
his bank furnished $8,000 of the money se- 
cured by these mortgages, $6,000 of which 
was furnished to pay for the plantation he 
has lately purchased. 

The president of the raflroad which has 
brought the dispensary liquors into the 
State makes denial of the statement that 
his road gave or Tillman received a rebate 
on the freight. 

An agent of the Mill Creek Distilling 
Company, of Cincinnati, from which Till- 
man bought most of his whisky, in an in- 
terview states that his company gave no re- 
bate on it, the purchases being made at a 
price which excluded the rebate. 

The defense does not cover the charge 


that Tillman borrowed to pay mortgages

DEFENSE 


Against the Charges of Perry That He 


OTHER CHARGES HE DOES NOT ANSWER 


That He Has Paid His Brother $14,000 
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A Southern Railway Passenger Train 
Collides with Serious Results, — 


ENGINEER AND FIREMAN WERE INJURED 


Thrilling Bxperience of the Fireman—Ho 
Was Hurled High in the Air, and 


Was Badly Hurt

At 1i:50 last night there was a serious and 
perhaps fatal collision between the Cincin- 
nati and Florida passenger limited, of the 
Southern Railway Company, and two 
freight cars, heavily loaded, which were 
standing on the main track near Bellwood 
avenue, just in the rear of the Atlanta ele- 


vator works. 

The injured are: 
‘ ROBERT PITTMAN, fireman, badly in. 
jured in the side and head. 

JOHN DORRMAN, engineer, injured about 
the hand and arms. 

CAPTAIN W. A. DONNELLA, Cincinnati, 
slightly injured in the right knee, 

W. C. SMITH, Chesterfield, Ala., slightly 
cut about the bead and bruises on the body, 

Except for severe bruises the rest of the : 
passengers escaped unhurt. Both freight 
cars were demolished and their contents . 
scattered-for fifty yards. The engine, No. 
212, is a total wreck and the baggage car . 


is smashed up in the front end. 

Why the freight cars were left on the 
main track no one could explain, except 
that some one had thoughtlessly loosed 
their brakes and they slipped over the 
switch on the main lin®. 

Train No. 31, of the old East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, was due in Atlanta 
at 11:35. 

It was about seventeen minutes late and 
to make up the time Dorrman had pulled) 
the throttle open. The night was dark 
and the rain coming down in torrents, 

Just as he rounded the curve at Bellwood 
crossing both engineer and fireman caught_ 
sight of the stray freight cars. They were 
only fifteen yards off and with lightning 
rapidity Dorrman caught hold of the lever 
and reversed. It was too late. The track 
was wet and the frightful impetus was 
scarcely lessened when the crash came. 

The force of the crash splintered the first 
car and sent barrels of sugar and syrup 
high in the air. The rear car burst like 
a@ balloon. This was loaded with rice and 
the sacks and their contents whitened the 
ground for many yards around. Both cars 
were demolished. 

The escape of the fireman and engineer 
from a frightful fate was something more ; 
than miraculous. Fireman Pittman was 
standing at the door of his cab. 

With the force of a catapult he was 
hurled high above the freight cars and 
Sent fifteen yards beyond the wreck, where 
he was rescued by the passengers. 

Engineer Dorrman was imprisoned in his 
cab amidst the hissing steam and burn- 
ing coals which had been dashed from the 
furnace. The huge boiler reared up and 
fell crashing on the side of the cab from 
which the fireman had been hurled. 

It was a marvelous escape. 

Baggagemaster Ciaude Cook was sent 
headiong through his coach, but fortunate- 
ly came out with no very severe hurts. 

Mr. W. C. Smith, who was on his way 
to Florida from Chesterfield, Ala., also 
had a narrow escape. At the time of the 
coliision he had raised the window of the 
second coach in which he was sitting and 
was looking out towards Atlanta. In the 
crash his head struck against the side of 
the car and one side of his face was cut 
by faliing glass. 

Captain Donnella, of the secret service 
department, who was on his way to at- 
tend United States court, was also in the 
second coach. His injuries were very 
Slight and he was able to go out with the 
rest of the passengers to the absistance 
of the engineer and fireman. 

Enclosed as he was between the timbers 
and splinters it took some minutes to ex- 
tricate Engineer Dorrman and at first it 
Was thought that he was dead. He re- 
gained consciousness upon being taken 
out and was carried by Captain Donnela 
and Conductor H. E. Smith back to the 
baggage car, where he was stretched out. 

The fireman was found some distaace 
from the wreck and was aiso carried to the 
rear. 

The injured fireman and engineer were 
treated by Drs. Little and Ward, of the 
Grady hospital, who responded with the 
ambulance. both men were carried to the 
hospital, where their wounds were dressed 

No one could account for the freight cars 
being on the main track, but it was thought 
that the brakes had loosed and they slipped 
over the switch. Some suggested that it 
Was the work of robbers who wished the 
contents of the cars. 

At 1 o'clock a wrecking engine came out, 
and the two passenger coaches were car- 
ried to the carshed. 

“It was one of the most exciting wrecks 
I ever saw,” said Captain Donnella, “‘and 
the escape of those two men in the engine 
Was something wonderful. I never saw a 
man in such a position as the engineer who 
was not killed. We thought that he was 
dead.’’

the Murderer of Mr, Leigh Has Confessed 
Everything and Is Resigned. 


IT WAS A GLOOMY SUNDAY HE SPENT 


Sheriff Camp, pf Campbell County. Comes 
to Atlanta to Taik Over the Crime 
with Him. 


Joe Dean, the murderer of old man Leigh, 
spent a gloomy Sunday. During the morn- 
ing he was kept busy going over the horri- 
ble details of the deed for which he must 
give his life. Calmly and deliberately he 
tells the whole story. With the resigna- 
tion of a man who realizes his approach- 
ing doom he hides no fact in the awful 
tragedy. 

“I had just concluded in my mind what 
I had done,” he said last night. “I had 
already. surrendered myself the day after 
I killed Mr. Leigh. I knowed it was wrong 
and I had already repented. I started to 
go back and give myself up. But I knowed 
what they would do for me and I didn’t 
wan't to die that way. 

“I knowed there want no use to try and 
git out of the country, but I just kept ‘ 
a-goin’. I didn’t care where. I was just 
the same as caught three days before 
If I ’de a met 
@ man on the road an’ he’d asked me any- 
thing I’de a give myself up to him right 
then.’’ 

Dean is not a bad looking darky. There 
is no indication of his savage nature either 
in his countenance or manner. He is an 
unusually sensible negro and his language 
is much better than the majority of his 
race uses. From his conversation it is 
evident that he has been thrown a great 
deal with the white people. He has drop- 
ped the darky dialect. 

Dean says that his motive was robbery 
and nothing else. It was not his intention 
to kill Mr. Leigh, he says. 3 

“Boss, I didn’t have anything against 
him. I wanted the money and that was all 
I was after. Mr. Leigh always treated me 
mighty nice and I thought lots of him. 
When I went up to his house and told him 
that his foreman, Ben, was sick, I thought 
that Miss Sallie and all of them would go 
down to see him, for they thought lots of 
him and they would do anything they could 
for him. 

“When Mr. Leigh come down and none 
of the rest of them come I knew I was 
in a fix, ’cause he would catch up with 
me and: see that I was tryin’ to fool him. 

“I didn’t know what to do and I jes’ got 
crazy and thought I would kill him.

A FREE COINAGE RESOLUTION 


Will Be Introduced at the Meeting of 
the Federation of Labor. 

Denver, Col., December 9.—Notwithstand- 
ing that the delegates to the coming con- 
vention of the American Federation of La- 
bor profess all ignorance as to the adoption 
by the delegates of a resolution favoring the 
free coinage of silver, it ig very probable 
that such a resolu:.on will be introduced, as 
one Was drafted some days ago, and is 
now in the pocket of one of the Denver del- 
egates, 

Secretary Chris Evans, of the federation, 
was asked his opinion on the subject, but 
he declined to commit himself. Said Mr. 
Evans: | 

“It is 9 delicate matter to talk about. The 
workingmen of this country are the judges 
of what is best for their interests, and I 
presume they have instructed their dele- 
gates accordingly. We, of the east, have 
not possibly had the matter so forcibly 
brought to our attention as you in the west, 
but it would be useless to deny that we 
have devoted no little thought to it. Have 
we formed any definite opinion? Well, that 
is hard to say. What concerns the working- 
men of the east equally concerns our breth- 
ren in the west, and you know it inight be 
possible that we would agree on any svb- 
ject. But that is my individual opinion. I 
know No more than any other delegate 
what action will be taken.” 

The principal business to come before the 
delegates will be the adoption of a political 
platform. 


CORRUPT COUNTY OFFICIALS, 


Indictments Against Them Returned 
by the Grand Jury. 

Sioux City, lowa, December 9.—The grand 
jury which completed its report last night 
and was discharged found fifty-two indict- 
ments against various ex-county ofticials 
and members and ex-members of the board 
of supervisors. It is alleged that the crimes 
for which the indictments were returned 
extend over a term of four years, and that 
during that time the county officers named 
and the members of the board of super- 
visors have conspired together so success- 
fully that the county has been robbed of 
nearly $200,000. The cases were instituted 
by the citizens and taxpayers’ committee, 
of Woodbury county, an organization in 
which are most of the best business and 
professional men of the city. The report 
of the grand jury was a surprise to every 
one, and has produced a sensation here 
that eclipses that caused by the assassina- 
tion of Rev. Mr. Haddock, by a band of 
saloon keepers several years ago.

One of the posse 
was killed and others were wounded.

chance.” You also claim to be the first 
southern newspaper that agitated “this re-

If I have read your paper aright, and you 
have heretofore said what you meant and | 
meant what you said, I and all your other 
readers concluded you wanted an honest 
election law; that you wanted a good, hon- 
est house to live and not a rickety set 
of front steps which would not allow one- 
half of your family to enter the home. 

In furtherance of your agitation for hon- 
est election laws, the populists introduced a 
joint resolution at the first of the session . 
of the general assembly for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to draft such a law as 
you had advocated. Your democratic broth- 
ers killed it! 

There has been no demand from the peo- 
ple or the press for a registration law. Nine- 
ty odd counties in Georgia have got regis 
tration laws adapted to their liking and to 
home use.

“TRAVELERS’ REST.” 


Reminiscences of a Historic Georgia 
Town. 

Montezuma, Ga., December 9.—(Special.)— 
Comparatively few citizens of Montezuma 
and vicinity can tell anything about 
Knowl’s mill, the Cain family, the killing of 
Adams by Brumbelo, the Indian war ex- 
citement of 1836, the tribe or Uchee Indians 
that lived near where Montezuma now 
stands. Few, if any,- remember David 
Jones, who once owned enough real estate 
in Dooly and Houston, now Macon, counties 
to form a respectable sized county. There 
is just one man living in the seventieth dis- 
trict, G. M., who has been here sixty years, 
D. C. Drake. Who among our people can 
remember very much of the history of the 
pretty little frontier village a mile and a 
half south of Montezuma—Travelers Rest, 
with its half a dozen or more stores, Ma- 
sonic and Odd Fellow societies, schools, 
churches and manufacturing’ establish- 
ments. Travelers Rest is numbered with 
the things that were; but one small room 
remains to mark the spot where thrift and 
business enterprise held away. 

In 1836 David Jones, D. S. Harrison, J. A. 

Shine, and their families, were the only 
white citizens of the place. Jones came to 
Travelers Rest about 1830. Harrison and 
Shine in 1834. At that time the place was 
called Bristol. Two log storehouses and 
one “‘doctor shop” were the only business 
houses. The breaking out of the war this 
year, 1836, created a great deal of excite- 
ment. People were passing to and fro 
through the country, and the consequence 
was, Travelers Rest took a stride forward, 
and enjoyed what the people today would 
call a boom. 
The stage iine from Macon, through Trav- 
elers Rest and on the the southwest, was 
operated by Frank Wright, John Gordon, 
Frank Genoa, and others, were'‘the drivers. 
A man named Sawyer drove the hack from 
Travelers Rest to Hawkinsville. In 1854 the 
death Knell of Travelers Rest was rung. 
The cozy homes were soon to be torn down 
and moved away. The mantle of silence 
was to be spread over the once prosperous 
town. The pretty Lombardy poplars that 
bordered her avenues were soon to give 
way to the cotton and the corn. A giant 
corporation made its appearance along the 
north bank of Beaver creek and on across 
Flint river, and the exodus from Travelers 
Rest set in to Montezuma and Oglethrope, 
two towns just freshly born on the line of 
the railroad. Travelers Rest was dead, the 
victim of a corporation.

sociated Press, and does not enter it out 
of its own choosing, nor through any up- 
popular spirit of antagonism to the after- 
noon papers now published here. 

The Herald was a client of the Southern 
Associated Press until yesterday when it 
discontinued the service to enter the West. 
ern Assocation. An agent of the Wertern 
Association is visiting all the southern 
newspapers trying to get them to secede 
from the Southern Association and enter 
the western. Having failed to make any 
impression upon the morning papers, the 
Western Association is now directing its 
efforts especially against the afternon cli- 
ents of the Southern Associated Press. 

Before The Evening Herald here signed 
with the Western Press, the representative 
of the Southern Associated agreed to du- 
plicate any offer of service made by the 
Western, but The Herald did not accept 
the proposition and signed with the West- 
ern Association. 

As Mr. Welch,’ the proprietor of The 
Chronicle, is also the general manager of 
the Southern Associated Press, he feels he 
has a special responsibility resting upon 
him to protect this field from invasion, and 
as the Augusta afternoon papers now in 
existence refuse to patronize the Southern 
Associated Press, he proposes to put The 
Evening Chronicle in the field. 
It will be a penny paper and will make 
its bow to the public tomorrow afternoon. 
The Evening Chronicle at 6 cents a week 
is a reduction of 4 cents under the price of 
the other afternoon papers. So it is ex- 
pected a lively fight will follow. 


Dr. E. E. Goodrich Suggested. 


The many friends of Dr. E. C. Goodrich, 
of Augusta, aré urging his appointment by 
Governor Atkinson to a place on the state 
board of medical examiners. Dr. Goodrich 
is so well known throughout the state that 
ris appointment would be a great satisfac- 
tion to the entire medical profession. He 
has been treasurer of the State Medical 
Society for over eleven years. For three 
years he has worked on a committee from 
the State Medical Society, and it is great- 
ly due to his exertions that tthe bill has 
become a law.

Let the Law Triumph! 

There was general rejoicing among the 
readers of The Constitution yesterday 
morning when they learned that Joe 
Dean, the murderer of Mr. Leign, ip 
Campbell county, had been captured and 
safely locked up in Atlanta. 

The crime committed by Dean was 
one of the most fiendish in the annals 
~of Georgia. His own confession stvws 
him to be a monster of the deepest dye. 
Taking advantage of Mr. Leigh’s kindly 
regard for him, he lured the old gen- 
tleman from his house at dead of night 
under the pretense that a favorite negro 
tenant was sick and needed aid. Alinost 
before his big-hearted benefactor bad 
finished telling him how much he 
thought of him and the alleged sick imap, 
this smooth-faced brute knocked hin 
down and mercilessly slew him. Then 
he returned to the bouse, with the in- 
tention of Killing Mrs. Leigh, asssulting 
and murdering her two daughters, and 
then looting the premises. 

This brief ,outline of the siory is 
enough to curdle one’s blood. For cool, 
deliberate hellishness the crime has 
scarcely been equaled in our state. 

Dean is now belind the bars, and it 
is in order to anticipate his dovm. lt 
is not enough to know that he cannot 
be lynched here in Fulton. 

It is natural that there should be the 
most intense indignation in Campbell 
county, but the friends of the Leigh 
family should curb their just wrath, and 
allow the law to take its course. Mob 
violence cannot do complete justice in 
such a case. We need the solemnity 
and the majesty of the law, working 
swiftly and with unerring certainty. In 
this way alone can we properly impress 
the criminal classes and convince; them 
that the galiows stands in the path of 
every murderer and vsavister. 

We take it for granted that the fudge 

of the superior court of Campbell cenp- 
ty will call a special term of his tribunal] 
at the earliest possible day. Dean will 
then be carried there, and, if the medel 
judge of that circuit follows the expedi- 
tious methods of our model judge, Rich- 
ard H. Clark, and refuses to allow tech- 
nicalities ‘to stand in the way, the pris- 
oner will be tried, convicted and banged 
in a very short time. 
. With this prospect before them, we 
feel sure that the good people of Camp- 
bell will array themssves on the side 
of law and order and see justice meted 
out as it should be. The murderer can- 
not possibly escape, and there is no 
reason for a resort to lawless violarce. 
Let the law triumph, and the gallows 
will geA its own, and the good old county 
pf Campbell will be spared the disgrace 
pf an unnecessary lynching,

Let Her Roll! 

Already the eastern newspapers are 
beginning to prepare the public mind 
for the inevitable. The ink on the fifty 
millions of bonds is hardly dry before 
there is talk of another bond issue. The 


Washington correspondent of The New 
Work Herald sent this dispatch Friday: 


There is every probability that another 
Issue of bonds will be needed to reinforce 
Rhe gold reserve and treasury officials do 
mot make any attempt to conceal the con- 
cern with which they regard the continual 
heavy drafts which have been made upon 
the gold balance within the last few days. 

The concern of treasury officials is ac- 
companied by chagrin that this drain 
should follow so closely upon the heels of 
the bond issue. About seven million dol- 
lars in gold has been withdrawn since the 
bonds were paid for. The cash balance 
fn the treasury today amounted to $156,- 
415,337, of which the gold was $110,007,562. 
An increase in the gold balance is due to 
@ deposit of $1,500,000 of bond purchase 
gold in San Francisco, of which notice was 
received here. 

Today’s withdrawajs will bring the net 
gold balance in the treasury to $107, 857,562, 
As sterling exchange continues strong and 
higher than yesterday, further exportations 
are for.

Another bond issue is inevitable. It 
will be called between the 4th and 15th 
of next March—in the interim between 
the adjournment of the present congress 
‘and the assembling of ‘the next in extra 
session. 

There is nothing else to say but “Let 
her roll!’ And yet it would be interest- 
ing to know how long the people will 
pot up with the single gold standard 
which makes this robbery ovossible. 
One thing is certain—Europe can stand 
it just as long as the people of this 
country can. 


Honest Elections. 

All the best and most earnest men in 
the state—the men whose views make 
public opinion—are heartily in favor of 
an honest ballot. The people themselves 
demand it. We have heard of no op- 
position, but if there is any it proceeds 
from those who are personally inter- 
ested in the results of fraudulent elec- 
tions. We think it may be safely said 
that the time has gone by when the 
social and moral influence of the people 
of Georgia can be depended to squint at 
or uphold the results of ballot manipula- 
tion in the interests of cliques, rings or 
parties. 

Public opinion in Georgia never has 
endorsed election frauds, but only dur- 
ing the past few years has it begun 
to open its eyes to the threatening pos- 
sibilities and demoralizing results of 
dishonest. elections. It is now demand- 
ing that prompt steps shall be taken to 
guard against fraud and preserve the 


purity of the ballot box. 


The house of representatives, in re- 
sponse to that demand, has passed a 
bill which provides for uniform registra- 
tion throughout the state. This bill has 
gone to the senate, where it has been 
read twice. Whatever defects this meas- 
ure may have, they are entirely over- 
shadowed by the importance of its gen- 
eral provisions. A law that provides 
for uniform registration in every county 
in the state is an imperative necessity. 
If the state is to provide for honest elec- 
tions and preserve the purity of the bal- 
lot box, it is mecessary to take the first 
and most important step, and that first 
step is to provide for the fair, impartial 
and uniform registration of the voters of 
the state and to so arrange that every 
qualified voter shall have the opportuni- 
ty of casting his ballot without let or 
hindrance, 

The first step is always the most es- 
sential When a uniform registration 
law has been adopted, applicable to the 
voters of every county in the state, it 
will be a comparatively easy matter to 
so arrange the machinery of elections 
as to secure a fair count and honest re- 
turns. 

We trust the senate will take up the 
registration bill and enact it into a law 
without delay. It may not be a perfect 
measure in all its details, but the state 
cannot jump from the congealed and 
congested imperfections of our present 
system ‘to a perfect remedy at one 
bound. A uniform registration law is 
only one step, but it is a long step. It 
lops off at one stroke a very prolific 
source of dishonest election returns, and 
destroys a swarm of evils. 

Every interest in the state is con- 
cerned in securing honest elections and 
a uniform registration law will go a 
long way toward securing so desirable 
a result. 

The failure of the registration bill in 
the senate would be a public calamity. 
But ‘the senate will do its duty by the 
people! 


Do Something! 

It is to be hoped that the democratic 
party in congress will not let the grass 
grow under its feet between now and 
the 4th of next March. 

The country has had its full dose of 
delay, beginning with the hour when 
Mr. Cleveland, after calling an extra 
segsion, refused tto countenance any 
legislation calculated to give the peo- 
ple relief. Let the democrats get to- 
gether and adopt such a modification of 
Mr. Carlisle’s currency plan as they can 
agree on, and then, when that is done, 
let them put into shape the financial re- 
lief demanded by the Chicago platform. 

‘The project of retiring the greenbacks 
and treasury notes and of giving the 
banks entire control of the people’s cur- 
rency has not been endorsed by the 
yoters of the country, and the party 
cannot venture in that direction with- 
out driving from its ranks hundreds of 
thousands of voters in all sections of 
the country. Fortunately, this scheme 
is not a definite part of the currency 
plan outlined by Mr. Cleveland in his 
message. This plan not only forbids the 
cancellation of the greenbacks and legal 
tender notes, but utilizes them as a 
guarantee fund for the national and 
state banks provided for.

“A NATIONAL BANKERS PLAN. 


From The New York Recorder. 

President St. John, of the Mercantile Na- 
tional bank, gave the Chamber of Com- 
merce some stalwart talk last Thursday on 
the financial scheme of Mr. Carlisle, which 
nobody im the country é¢xcept President 
Cleveland “unqualifiedly endorses.” 

“Preposterous,” is Mr. St. John’s word 
for it. It fits the merits of the scheme ex- 
actly. 

It is not often that the Chamber of Com- 
merce is talked to by one of its own emi- 


} ment members in the same way that The 


Recorder talks on the money question all 
the year round. Mr. St. John is to be com. 
. mended for his courage in telling that body 
some truths about our currency problem 
whioh it is not accustomed to hear nor in- 
clined to consider. 

,He told the chamber, as The Recorder 
has been telling its readers right along, that 
the true remedy for the existing embarrass 
ment of the treasury ig to “restore imme 
diately the coinage system of the United 
States founded with the mint of 1792.” 

Give free coinage alike to gold and sil- 
ver, issue paper substitutes for the coin for 
public convenience, and redeem that paper 
in coins of either metal at the option of 
the United States, and not at the option of 
the note holders. This is Mr. St. John’s 
substitute for the crazy bank paper infia- 
tion project just propounded by the admin- 
istration at Washington. 

It is a common-sense substitute for it, 
and, having repeatedly pointed out in this 
column why it ig the only thoroughly safe, 
wise and practicable way out of the mone- 
tary quagmire in which the Cleveland poli- 
cy of silver destruction and currency con- 
traction has landed the country, it is with 
gratification that I find the same views en- 
forced upon the Chamber of Commerce by 
a banker of Mr. St. John’s high standing 
and authority. 

The work of popular education is going 
bravely on all the time on this money 
question, and a few more brave missionaries 
like Mr. St. John will carry the light of 
truth into the very strongholds of financial 
prejudice, which are the bank parlors of 
Wall street. 

The counter-plan proposed by President 
St. Jehn (printed in full in Friday’s Recora- 
er) is an original and bold one. 

It igs based on free gold and silver coin- 
age. It would issue coin certificates instead 
of coin to depositors in the treasury of eith- 
er metal, if requested. It would authorize 
the treasury to redeem them in standard 
bars of either metal. It would stop the is- 
sue of any more gold cr silver certificates 
except against fresh deposits of either met- 
al. It would authorize the treasury to is- 
sue “emergency’’ currency in the shape of 
coin certificates based on the deposit of 
United States bonds, with a reserve of sold 
and silver bars behind them of 60 per cent 
of their face value. Finally, it would em.- 
power the treasury to avert a threatened 
money panic by issuing $200,000,000 of coin 
ceitificates against the silver coin and bul- 
licn now lyiug idle in the treasury and loan 
them against United States bonds at the 
same rate of interest which those bonds 
bear. 

The St. John pian furnishes the bankers 
an alternative to the Carlisie scheme which 
hag many and obvious merits. The greatest 
point of all in its favor is that it Keeps the 
control of the currency of the people in the 
hards of the people’s government and gout 
of the hands of the banks.

bell Wallace, at his quiet home on Mitche!) 
street, still receives the respect and hom. 
age that is due his long and honorable 
career and his peerless Christian nobility. 

Removed from the dim and stir of at. 
lanta busy life and surrounded by the 
qwWetude of his home associations th. 
picture of thig grand old man, in the 
graceful retirement of his last days on 
earth, is one of beautiful simplicity. 

He still keeps up his connection with the 
outside world and everything that con- 
cerns Atlanta touches a responsive chord 
in his loyal and sympathetic heart. Major 
Wallace has always been a devout man 
and his deepest thoughts, in keeping with 
the tenor of his long life, are given to the 
spiritual well-being of his fellow men. 
His delight is in the law that has been 
to him an ever-present counselor andj 
that has measured his allegiance since the 
days of childhood. He has been, for a 
number of years, a leading member of the 
Central Presbyterian church, and though 
his feebleness of body has long prevented 
him from participating in the active wor- 
ship of the sanctuary, he continues to re- 
pair in spirit to the house of God with 
each returning Sabbath day. 

Though quite feeble in health, Major 
Wallace still retains his intellectual grasp 
and his mental faculties are still vigorous 
and unimpaired. His conversation is 
bright and entertaining and a merry spark 
still lurks in his kindly eyes. It is a privi- 
lege to sit at the feet of this honored judge 
in Israel and to hear him tell of the 
stirring scenes throvgh which he has 
passed. The purity of his life has always 
defied criticism and his record as a public 
servant is above reproach. In this respect 
his silver locks are only symbolic of his 
stainless character and piled in the snows 
of nearly ninety winters, that lift him high 
above his fellow men, they suggest the pic- 
ture of a glorious sunset on the Alps! 

Major Wallace celebrated his eighty- 
eighth birthday last week and many con- 
gratulations were showered upon him on 
the occasion of his anniversary. 

The life of Major Wallace has been one 
of stirring incident. He came to Atlanta 
just after the war to assume control of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, and his able 
management of that property has never 
been excelled by any railroad official. On 
the 15th of October, 1879, Major Wailace 
was appointed a member of the railroad 
ccmmission. Fcr a number of years he 
was president of the Merchants’ bank of 
this city. 

The purpose of Major Wallace in life 
may be expressed in his own beautiful 
language: “My ambition is not so much 
to live as to do my duty while I live; that 
when the pulsations of this heart grow 
faint and the golden tinge of eterna) life 
dawn upon me, I may be le to say, 
without one glimmering doubdt, ‘Father, 
take my hand in Thine and lead me across 
the river.’ ”’ 

Major Wallace was born six years from 
the beginning of the century and the 
present milestone brings: him within six 
years of its termination. His many friends 
throughout the country wish for him a 
continuance of the good health wihch he 
has hitherto enjoyed. 


PRISONER TORTURED. 


A. J. Blackwell Charged with Treas- 
on by the Cherokees. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

Guthrie, Ok., December 7.—In these dis- 
patches last week mention was made to the 
effect that A. J. Blackwell, who created a 
furore several years ago by claiming pow- 
ers as a phophet, etc., had been seized by 
the authorities of the Cherokee nation on 
the charge of treason, the crime, according 
to the laws recently passed by the Chero- 
kee congress, being punishable by death. 

The specific charge against him was sell- 
ing land in the Cherokee country to white 
people. ; 

Blackwell is known all over the west. 
When the Cherokee strip was opened iast 
year, Blackwell founded the town of Black- 
well, in Kay county, started newspapers, 
stores, etc., amd made a fortune. After the 
country wags thoroughly settled he moved 
to the Cherokee nation and founded the 
town of David. He started a paper, 4 
store and a realty agency, and was general 
superintendent of the town. 

The charge was made that Blackwell, 
contrary to the laws of the nation, had sold 
land to white persons. A squad of Indian 
police swooped down on Blackwell's home, 
and, dragging the proprietor from the artis 
of his wife and children, carried him in 
irons to the Cherokee dungeon at Clare- 
rore. There he was cut off from ail com- 
munication with the outer world, and was 
put on bread and water. 

On Monday Blackwell was taken from his 
prison, and, after being stripped and his 
flowing whiskers and hair cut off, wag tak- 
en before Ohief Oshah, who was holding 
a subcouncil, and asked to confess. 

Bleckwell answered that he had uo con- 
feesicn to make; that he was the victim 
of a villainous conspiracy, and asked to be 
released.

A New Farming Plan. 


Buena Vista, Ga., December 9.—(Special. 
Some of the farmers of this section are 
hiring hands by paying 100 pounds of lint 
cotton per month. This' seems an equit- 
able and fair way to both the farmer and 
his hands. So that if cotton is 10 cents 
the hand gets $10 per month, but if: it is. 
7 cents the hand gets $7 per month, and so 
on. No farmer knows what the price of 
cotton will be nearly a year after he hires 
his hands. If he hires them on a basis of 
5-cent cotton and it sells for 8 cents; the 
next fall it is a hardship to the hand. If 
they are hired on a basis of 8 cents and sells. 
for 5 cents, the next fall it is a hardship on 
the planter. By paying 100 pounds of lint 
cotton per month the planter knows what 
he is doing, and in the event cotton is low 
at harvest time, it will bear equally on 
planter and hand.

CHINESE TROUBLES. | Manyon Helped Them Out 


Arbitrator Rosser Has Made Als Decision 
| In the Last Case, 


LEE SAM SING GETS THE LAUNDRY 


For More Than Two Years There Has 
Been Litigation—The @nd Is 
Not Yet. 


The Chinese situation in Atlanta is adeut 
to be unraveled and the local war is very 
nearly over. 

Some time ago there were several Chitgrse 
ceses referred to Mr. L. Z. Resser, the 
well-known attorney, and he was directed 
to hear them as arbitrator. The two most 
important of these was the case of Mrs. H. 
Leon against Chung Ah Bing and that of 
Chung Yick against Lee Sam Sing. 

The first case was decided several weeks 
ago in favor of the defendant, Chung Ah 
Bing, and Saturday Arbitrator Rosser made 
a decision in the second, this time in favor 
of the defendant ‘also. 3 

The suit of Chung Yick was directed 
against Lee Sam Sing for the purpose of 
recovering from him a laundry which he 
alleged was his property and which he 
claimed Lee Sam Sing secured in an illegal 
way. Chung Yick claimed that’ several 
years ago he owned a laundry on Marietta 
street and that it was conducted for him 
by H. Leon, who came from Philadelphia. 
He eaheged that he paid Leon a certain sum 
to conduct the laundry. Soon H. Leon. who 
had a wife and children in Philadelphia, 
sent for them. 

They came and soon Leon, according to 
Chung Yick, was unable to live on the.al- 
lowance made him. Chung. says that he 
then permitted Loen to take in the entire 
receipts. About two years ago Leon died 
and left his widow to look after the family. 
Mrs. Leon, who is an Irish woman, con- 
ducted the laundry for some time, but final- 
ly sold it to Lee Sam Sing, who took pos- 
session and began to do a prosperous busi- 
ness. Chung Yick claimed that the laun- 
dry was his and that Mrs. Leon had no 
right whatever to dispose of it..On the 


other hand, Mrs. Leon said that she thought 


it was her thusband’s and that she had 
known it only as his property. 

The decision of Arbitrator Rosser vests 
the title in Lee Sam Sing. The disagree- 
ment over the laundry brought on a lot of 
trouble in Chinese circles and involved the 
brother of agp Yick, young Chung Ah 
Bing. In the suit against him Mrs. Leon 
alleged that she loaned him a watch and 
that he pawned it in New York. When she 
testified,. however, under the cross-examina- 
tion of Attorney W. T. Moyers she ac- 
knowledged that she didn’t know what 
kind of watch it was, and that she knew 
the value only by hearsay. 

It is more than likely that an appeal will 
be takem from the arbitrator’s decision.
